own pocket. What was the meaning of all 
the purchases of property that Lord Iveagh 
made in England? asked Mr. Jellett. Did a 
man, even of the enormous wealth of Lord 
Iveagh, expend what even to him were very 
large sums of money on the acquisition of 
residences in four or five different places in 
England if at the back of his head all the 
time he had the thought—‘‘ I am not going 
to live here at all: my permanent residence 
is in Ireland’?

CHILD’S INJURIES. 


ACTION. FOR DAMAGES FAILS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 
Michael O'Meara, Rockview terrace, 
Arklow, sued Thomas Burke, Lower Erne 
street, Dublin, for damages for injuries sus- 
tained by his daughter, Helena, aged eight 
years, by being knocked down, it was 
alleged, by defendant’s motor lorry. 
Mr. Patterson (instructed by Mr. Lane 
Joynt) appeared for plaintiff, and Mr. Morgan 
Byrne (instructed by Messrs. J. H. Callan 
and Son) represented the defendant. 
The evidence was to the effect that the 
child was playing near the premises of the 
defendant in Lower Erne street, and while a 
lorry was being backed out of the yard the 
child was knocked down and injured. She 
was taken to Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital, 
where she remained under treatment from 
October 12 last year until February 14 this 
rear. 
' Surgeon Frederick Gill, visiting surgeon to 
Sir Patrick Dun's Hospitalg gave evidence 
of the injur‘es to the slainti® and said that 
when he saw her last March she was 
completely recovered. 
The defendant and his son gave evidence, 
the latter stating that he was proceeding at 
less than a mile per hour through the gate- 
way of the premises when the accident 
occurred. ; 
Judge Shannon said that he did not believe 
that the wheel of the lorry went over the 
child. The question, in his mind, was 
whether defendant or his man took sufficient 
precautions to save the child from injury. 
The fall sustained by the child might have 
caused the injuries, i 
Mr. Patterson argued that, in view of the 
differences in the evidence which had been 
tendered, the Burkes did not take the neces- 
sary care. : 
Mr. Morgan Byrne said that the accident 
took place inside the premises, where ‘the 
applicant had no right to be, and he con- 
tended that the Burkes took reasonable care. 
There was no evidence of negligence. 
Judge Shannon said that he believed thaty 
the wheel of the lorry “ pinched ” the child 
and did not go over her. There was not much 
time to do anything to avoid the child, and 
he did not think that there was negligence.

ERNE FISHERY CASE. 


CASE FOR THE ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

e hearing was resumed of the action of 
Majer R. J. Moore, of Ballyshannon, and 
other members of the River Erne Fishery 
Company against a number of local fishermen 
and the Attorney-General,” representing the 
general public, seeking a declaration that 
they are entitled to a several fishery in the 
tidal portion of the River Erne from the 
falls of Asseroe to the bar of Ballyshannon; 
and certain consequential relief. 

The defendants" plead that the public. have 
an indefeasible right to fish in the portion 
of the river referred to. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr. 
Phelps, K.C.; Mr. Henry, K.C., and Mr. 
Newett (instructed by MR. H. Reid), 
appeared for the plaintiffs ; Mr. Lynch, K.C. : 
r. Meredith, K.C.; Mr. MacLoone, K.C, ; 
Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and. Mr 
McGuckin — (instructed by Mr, Frank 
Gallagher), for the defendant fishermen; and 
Mr. Bewley,: K.C.; Mr. Lavery, K.C.; and 
State Solicitor), for the Attorney-General, 
Mr. Bewley concluded his opening state- 
ment on behalf of the Attorney-General, and 
Submitted that the ease made on behalf of 
the plaintiffs must fail. . This-was-in- many 
ways, he said, a very important case to all 
the parties. It was a case which concerned 
the rights of the public> and it also con- 
cerned the claims of persons who .considered, 
rightly or wrongly, that they. had a valid 
private interest in this fishing. He had tried 
to deal with the case in as legal and objective 
a manner as he could, &nd he could only 
deprecate that the case should have been 
used as a vehicle for a wild and rambling 
uttack on the action of the State in the case, 
which was apparently aimed at a public out- 
side the “Court. : 

Professor Donal A. Binchy, M.A., who was 
examined on behalf of the Attorney-General, 
said that from a study of the Brehon Law 
texts he found, with regard to fishing rights, 
no evidence of any exclusive right of fishing. 
Riparian owners in certain cases had limited 
rights, such as the right of erecting a weir 
opposite their own land, but they had no 
right to dam a stream across. Subject to 
these rights of riparian owners, he fousd no 
restriction on the fishing rights of members 
of the community or petty state. Apart from 
the laws, he found no suggestion whatever 


in the literature and. annals of medieval 
Jreland of a recognition of exclusive fishing 
rights. 


The witness had not concluded his evidence 
when the hearing was adjourned until to-day.

MURNAGHAN.) 

Reserved and unanimous judgment was de- 
livered in favour of the plaintiff and respon- 
dent in the ease of: Dolan v.-Joyee, and the 
Court dismissed, with cosis, the appeal by 
the Inland Revenue authorities from an in- 
junction granted by Mr. Justice Meredith 
restraining the Galway Under Sheriff and col- 
lector of taxes for the county from levying 
execution on any property on the lands of 
Sycamore Hill, Tiracoon, Longford, Co. Gal- 
way, occupied and owned by the plaintiff, for 
arrears of income tax, under Schedule B, 
alleged to have heen outstanding for five 

years ending in 1924. 

The plaintiff, Michael’ Dolan, it appeared, 
had purchased the lands mentioned in fee 
simple, following the eviction of the occupy- 
ing tenant, and saw that-the Schedule A in- 
come tax affecting the property had been 
paid. After the purchase, in March, 1925, 
the plaintiff received a letter from the inspec- 
tor of medme tax in the Galway district in- 
sa him that arrears of income tax under 
Schedule B in respect of the five years ending 
Sth April, 1924; “amounting to the sum of 
£593. 9s. 4d., were outstanding, and that if 
the plaintiff did not pay those arrears the 
imspector would. have no option but to. re- 
cover the amount by distraint. Proceedings 
were then instituted to restrain’ the author- 
ties from levying execution on the property, 
and Mr. Justice Meredith grauted the injunc- 
tion appealed against. 

The guestion arising in the case was 
whether, on the proper interpretation of the 
statutes relating to the matter, the arrears 
claimed by the Revenue authorities from the 
win and. respondent were recoverable 
rom him under the circumstances. 

In the course of the arguments it was 
pointed out that the operation of the stateu- 
tory provision with respect to income tax on 
land was different. in England from what it 
was in Treland. ' 

The Court now held unanimously that the 
claim made by the Revenue authorities was 
not sustainable, and dismissed the appeal 
with costs.

DUBLIN PRIEST’S WILL.

A SUGGESTED SETTLEMENT. 


In the matter. of- the will of the late Very 
Rev. Thomas Watters, P.P., Ballybrack, Co. 
Dublin, deceased—the Very Rev. John: Cation 
Kelly, plaintiff and executor, and John 
Joseph Watters and Mary Wogan defendants, 
representing respectively the next-of-kin of 
the deceased clergyman, and others having 
claims under the will and memorandum of 
the deceased—the hearing was resumed of an 
OR by the defendant, John Joseph 
Watters, from: a decision of Mr. Justice 
Meredith on a construction summons, so far 
as it. declared that the executor and plaintiff 
was bound by a charitable trust so far as the 
gift of the residue of the deceased clergy- 
man's estate was concerned, and so far as it 
declared that there was an intestacy in re- 
spect of the residue mentioned in the will and 


memorandum. 

In his decision Mr. Justice Meredith de- 
clared that the executors of the testator’s 
will were not bound by the memorandum, 
either as a secret trust, or by reason 
of the memorandum being ‘incorporated 
in the bill; that the memoranduny was noi 
bindng on the executors; and that the 
executors were bound by a charitable trast 
as regarded the residue in the testator’s will. 
He also made an order directing that a 
scheme should be settled for the regulation 
and management of the charity mentioned in 
the testator’s will and memorandum, and an 
application made to the Court with regard 
to the present and future income thereof. 

In the course of the agruments a suggestion 
was made that the ‘‘ memorandum” should 
be adopted by all parties by consent, as a 
basis for a scheme for the administration of 
the testator’s estate; and. 

The Court being of opinion that that might 
meet the justice of the casé,. adjourned. the 
proceedings till this morning for the purpose 
of consulting the Attorney-General, aud for 
conference between the parties concerned.

WONDER if the moon ever shone so

As we rode up across the threshing- 
floor and in between the heaped rows of 


straw and grain, a pi-dog barked, and all 
his kind awoke and yelped in chorus. 


Suddenly a man rose from a heap of straw 
beneath our horses’ feet and shouted. | 
His warning was followed by: the sound 


of many rustlings, and from every mound 
an inguiring herd appeared; - One-by-one 
the awakened villagers—each guarding his 


precious share of the harvest by sleeping. 
on it—sprang up and shook off therm 


coverlets of straw. 
We called a greeting and drew rein. 
Reassured, but stil] half asleep, and with 


little pieces. of chaff sticking to their 


beards and garments, they came towards 
us and salaamed. Amid a _ babel of 
tongues and the barking of the degs, we 
told them of our quest for the brigands 
who had been seen in El-Ghor that very 
morning ; told them, too, that we were in 
haste. Information of the raiders thev 
had none ; our protests that we must need 
hurry they scorned. No traveller had 
ever gone through Akraba without fiis! 
taking coffee, said they. Jt was but peor 
hospitality that they had to offer, but we 
must accept it, and without farther ado 
they took our bridles and led us to the 
village guest-house, where the Mukthar, 
hastily summoned from his house-top, 
already awaited us. i 
The Alukthar was a swarthy Circassian, 
tall and well-built, as befitted a man who 
represented the Government in the office of 
headman of the village. Although he was 
still sleepy, he had found time to don a 
vold-embroidered burnows and = crimson- 
dyed ankle-hoots. ‘‘ Peace be upon von,” 
said he, coming down the steps to meet us. 
“And upon you alsa, ” we answered, as 
we dismonnted and tethered our ponies to 
a stone pillar quarried three centuries ago 
by some forgotten craltsman.

We 
answered that the hour was late. “ erly 
or Jate,” said he. “ you are welcome, ” and 
led us into the courtyard, where a bave- 
footed boy was laying down rush mats for 
us to sit upon. | 

So, followed by the notables of the 
village, we went in and sat down, 
squatting tailor-fashion on the floor, 
tucking our heel« beneath us, so that we 
might not offerd our hosts by turning the 


soles of our feet towards them. A} 


gnarled vine stretched a canopy of ie#ves 
and fruit above our heads, and the morn 
shone through, tracing a pattern of swav- 
ing shadows on the walls and on the huge 
flagstones where we sat. Gathering their 
cloaks around them, the villagers crowded 
around in a rough circle, and the talk 
hegan. 

While we spoke, an ancient man, grey 
of beard and with hands brown and 
knobbled as a_cherry-bough, busied 
himself with fire-blackened stones in 4 
distant corner. He was the Maker of the 
Coffee, the holder of an honourable 
position in the village; for Arab custom 
decrees that only the hands of a respected 
and venerable member of the community 
may prepare refreshment for a guest, and 
never, in any circumstances, .is the 
privilege given to a woman. As he built 
a rough fire-place, the boy who had «praad 
the mats for us came in bearing a tray of 
live chareoal, and, stooping, placed it 
among the stones. 

In silence the old man took a handiul 
of berries from a bowl at his side, and, 
letting them trickle through his Angers 
into a copper pan, held it over the fire, 
while the boy, lying on his stomach, 
pursed up his lips and blew upon the 
embers. A wisp of blue smoke curled up 
from the berries, and, as they began to 
roast, the Coffee-Maker took a twig and 
turned them over one by one, slowly rock- 
ing the pan from side to side. When the 
lragrance of his cooking had filled the 
courtyard, he lifted the pan aloft, and, 
with the ease born of long practice, tilted 
the contents into a wondrously carved and 
age-blackened mortar fashioned from the 
trunk of an olive tree. 


HOW IT WAS BREWED. 


Then, holding the mortar between his 
leet, and grasping. a pestle that was 
almost a club in both hands, he com- 
menced to pound the berries. As he 
pounded, he played a tune, the queer 
irregular rhyme that is called ‘‘ The Song 
of the Coffee-Making.’’ Fascinated, we 
sat and listened to his music, the 
clickety-cla-clack of his pestle and the 
deeper hollow echo from the tree trunk. 
The talk died away, and, except for the 
rattle of wood upon wood, no sound broke 
the silence, as the boy put a coffee-pot on 
the fire. The spell of the strange music 
was u us, and we sat still and content, 
watching, with fascinated eyes, the brown 
wrists that now began to move slowly 
while the tune faded and then ended in a 
crescendo of double-taps as the water in 
the coffee-pot boiled. 

The old man rose and shook the coffee- 
meal into the water, and set the pot aside 
to cool before putting it back amongst the 
embers. Three times he did this, allow- 
ing the liquid to bubble and then cool 
again before he finally lifted the pot irom 
the fire, and, with his Jeft hand balan-ing 
a miniature pagoda of tiny coffee cups, 
one inside the other, filled the topraost 
cup. Setting down the pot by the fie, 
he lifted the cup, and, rinsing it with the 
coffee, emptied it into its fellow. This he 
rinsed in the same way, pouring the con- 
tents into a third, and so on unti! all the 
cups had been rinsed with the coffee from 
the first. The last cup he filled again, 
and then emptied on to the fire as a 
libation to the Sheik-es-Shedilyeli—who is 
the patron saint of all coffee-drinkers— 
before pouring out for the company.

Developing Crumlin. 


Few districts about Dublin are chang- 
ing so rapidly as that which lies between 
Dolphin’s Barn Bridge and the village 
of Crumlin. 

Five years ago it was still completely 
rural in its aspect, and when one passed 
over the Canal bridge at Dolphin’s Barn 
all trace of the city was left behind. 
To the left, but far away, stretched the 
Township of Rathmines, and to the right 
Inchicore threw out a tentacle; but in 
between the Crumlin district preserved 
its rural state. Five minutes’ walk from 
the tram took one into a district which 
looked, and was, as truly rural as any in 
Ireland. 

Rapidly all that has changed, and is 
still changing, so that to-day the city 
street extends beyond the Canal bridge, 
instead of stopping there as if confronted 
with an insuperable barrier. The 
familiar brick works are now accom- 
panied by a large plant for the prepara- 
tion of road-making materials; shops of 
almost every kind stretch along for 
nearly a mile, and houses have sprung up 
as if by magic. 


Che Iveagh Trust. 


The Iveagh Trust has erected a kind 
of garden city near the Green Hill, and 
has accommodated there a large number 
of people who formerly lived in the city 
proper. When the pretty roadways, tree- 
lined and grass-bordered, of this estate 
have had time to reach their best, they 
should be one of the attractions of the 
city. Then, on the other side of the 
road, the Imperial Tobacco Company has 
erected so many new houses, red-roofed in 
the English “ garden village ” style, that 
another new -colony is in the making. 
Much public building by the Dublin 
South Rural District Council and private 
building by individuals seems likely to 
make the whole district one with the city 
in a short time.

THE DEAN OF ARMAGH, 

The Very Rev. Robert Siyly Greer 
Hamilton, Dean of Armagh, di. yesterday 
in a Belfast nursing home, aged 67 years. 
For the past twelve months he had been in 
failing health, and about a fortnight ago his 
condition became so serious that he found it 
necessary to have special treatment. A son 
of the Rev. Robert Hamilton, the Dean was 
a graduate of Dublin University. In 1884 he 
was ordained Deacon and appointed to the 
curacy of Cavan. In the following year he 
was ordained priest. Among other appoint- 
ments which he held were the Incumbency 
and Rural Deanery of Dundalk and the 
Incumbencies of Sixmilecross and Derryloran.

You report Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., as 
having said that: “a Catholic nation would 
be a nation in which the level of its private 
and public motals. would be maintained in 
accordance with Catholic teaching, in which 
the trend of its legislation and the tone and 
influence of its Press would recognise the 
importance of the great Catholic principles 
of morality and religion. It would be a 
nation in which non-Catholics' would be 
entitled to full recognition of their civil rights 
and privileges as citizens, in which they 
would be treated not merely with perfect 
justice. but in accordance with the “ire 
[atholic principles of charity. It would be 
a nation whose public opinion would be pre- 
dominantly and unmistakeably Catholic.” (In 
these passages, of course, “Catholic’’ is 
used as meaning “ Roman Catholic.’’) 

‘he above is a declaration eminently call- 
ing for analysis. In offering such analysis, 
Í do so solely te get at full facts, and not 
in order to “ attack’’ anyone. In a '' Catholic 
nation,” according to Mr. Maguire (and here, 
1 may. say, he is correctly stating the teacn- 
ing of the Roman Church), “ private and 

ublic morals,” and “legislation,” must be 
in accord with “Catholic principles of 
morality and religion.” How does this agree 
with his next statement—that  “ non- 
Catholics,’ in a “Catholic nation,” would 
have full rights? 

First of all, what is meant by ‘“non- 
Catholics’’? Is Mr. Maguire unaware that, 
in the eyes of Roman theology, every 
baptised person is a Roman Catholic to the 
extent of belie subject to Roman canon 
law? Yet that this is so is clear from two 
decrees of the Council of Trent :—Council of 
Trent, session 7, canon 4 de baptismo: “If 
any man shall say that baptism, when 
administered by heretics in the name of 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit, with intention 
of doing what the Church does, is not true 
baptism: let him be anathema.’’ Canon 8: 
“If any man shall say that the baptised 
are free from all the precepts of Holy Church, 
either written or delivered by tradition, so 
that they are not obliged to observe them 
unless they submit of their own accord: let 
him be anathema.’’ 

According to Roman teaching, then, every 
baptised person is subject to Roman canon 
law, and can be compelled to uobey it. Did 
Mr. Maguire realise this? Did he realise 
that, in “ a Catholic nation.” baptised ‘‘ non- 
Catholics’’ should, in the eyes of the Roman 
Church, have no rights to tolerance, but 
should receive it (if at all) merely on suffer- 
ance? Yet it is clear enough. “ Justice 
itself ‘forbids, and reason itself forbids,’’ said 
Pope Leo XIII. (Encyclical Libertas, 1888), 
3 the State to be godless, or to adopt a line 
of action which would end m godlessness— 
namely, to treat the various (so-called) reli- 
gions alike, and to bestow upon them 
romiscuously egual rights and privileges. 
Since, then, the profession of one religion is 
necessary to the State, that religion must be 
professed which alone is true’’ [the Pope 
meant, of course, Roman Catholicism]. 

Again (the same Encyclical): '“ Tó judge 
aright, we must acknowledge that the more 
a State is driven to tolerate evil the further 
is it from perfection; and that the tolerance 
of evil which is dictated by political prudence 


should be strictly confined to the limits 
which its justifying cause (the public 
welfare) requires. Wherefore, if such 


tolerance would be injurious to the public 
welfare, and entail greater evils on the State, 
it would not be lawful; for in such case the 
motive of good is absent. And though, in 
the extraordinary state of things in present 
times, the Church usually acquiesces in 
certain modern liberties, she does so not as 
preferring them as such, but as judging it 
expedient to allow them till happier days 
come and she can act on her own liberty.”’ 
By “‘evil,’’ I need ET SN sav, the Pope must 
mean anything op to any positively- 
defined Rumen doctrine One sack rhethert 
is—as shown above—that baptised “‘non- 
Catholics ” are liable to Roman canon laws. 
Ergo, toleration of any kind, extended to any 
forms of Christianity but Roman Catholicism, 
is an '' evil,” only to be “ acquiesced in” 
so long as greater evil would result from 
withholding it. ' 

Moreover, according to Roman canon law, 
not only are ‘‘ non-Catholics,”’ baptised and 
educated as such, liable to coercion into the 
Roman Church, but Roman Catholics them- 
selves, should they join any other religion, 
are guilty of an offence of the worst kind. 
“ If they join, or publicly adhere to, any 
non-Catholic sect, by the very deed they are 
infamous (ipso facto infames sunt)” : New 
Code of Canon Law (Codex Juris ‘Canonici), 
issued in 1917; canon 2314, par. 3. So. in 
a fully “Catholic nation,” secession from 
the Roman Church would entail outlawry. 

Did Mr. Maguire realise that, in such a 
nation, “ non-Catholics,” far from being 
entitled to full recognition of rights, would 
have no rights at all? Yet I challenge him 
to show that I state the case inaccurately. 
He said: ‘* Whether or not a nation deserves 
to be described as a Catholic nation depends 
on how far it approximates or recedes from 
an ideal.” he Roman ideal, however, is 
the absolute disappearance of all “ non- 
Catholicism,’ and legal prohibition of it. 
Can Mr. Maguire deny this to be so? Where, 
in the ' Catholic ideal,” is there any scope 
for recognising *‘ non-Catholics’’ as having 
any “rights”? In that ideal they have no 
inherent rights. Tolerance of their existence 
is a mere ‘‘tolerance of evil, dictated by 
political prudence, and to be confined strictly 
to the limits which its justifying cause (the 
public welfare) requires.” Did Mr, Maguire 
realise this? Yet It is so. 

1 think that this matter should be fully 
understood in all its implications. I am 
an Englishman, writing from England. How- 
ever, before the establishment of the Free 
State, 1 advocated, with great energy, the 
cause of irish autonomy; so I am entitled 
to express a view. hat view is (and it is 
held by many s mpathisers with Ireland) 
that, if Irish legislation proceeds on an ideal 
derived ftom Roman canon law, it will, step 
by step, alienate itself from progress, en- 
lightenment and fair play. Moreover, legis- 
lation based on such an ideal is logically 
fallacious. It mistakes a part for the whole. 

One final remark As a rule, I do not 
notice anonymous communications. I would 
here do.so, however, in respect of a letter 
received by me after my last letter in your 
Pases. My anonymous correspondent signed 
1imself “‘ A Catholic Irishman,” and he said: 
“You know little of the moral fibre of the 
Irish Catholic if you think that even the 
most degenerate of them would be influenced 
by what an English renegade Catholic writes 
on such subjects.” My friend misunder- 
stands. All I write for is to promote full 
knowledge of facts and to combat igtolerance 
and what seems to me to be error, I have 
a perfect right to do that. To invoke 
sectarian animosity as a reason for not listen- 
ing 1s merely to prove me right. I respect 
my friend’s zeal, but I think he confirms

DISTRESSED EX-SERVICE MEN.

Sir,—In April last an appeal was made for 
a sum of one miilion shillings to collect funds, 
as was then understood, tor the purpose of 
providing suitable work for many ‘‘ down and 
out ” gallant old soldiers who, at a time of 
great stress, left home and employment to 
face the horrors of the trenches in the service 
of King and country. The winter months are 
now upon us, and [ think subscribers to the 
fund might ask for information as to what 
steps are being taken to provide for those 
who threw themselves into the breach in the 
hour of peril. It is quite evident that, while 
doing a splendid work, the British Legior 
cannot possibly cope with all cases; and it 
is also evident that, if these men are not to 
go altogether ‘‘under’’ during the coming 
winter, some other means must be found for 
their assistance. 

Let me make a suggestion. A lady of my 
acquaintance, residing about seven miles from 
the city, has, since she came to Dublin in 
1921, provided daily employment in a small 
market garden for one or two ‘“‘ casual 
labourers ” who have served in the war. have 
no pension, and come to her in a starving 
condition, but able and willing to Work. The 
circumstances of these men are deplorable 
and their gratitude for a day’s work, with 
their food and a small donation, 1s very 
sincere. If residents within easy distance 
from Dublin, similarly circumstanced as the 
lady referred to, would be willing to employ 
one of these men, guaranteed to be honest 
and a good worker, as a ‘’ casual labourer,”’ 
say, for one or two days in the week, from 
personal experience I know that Many a good 
ex-soldier and his family would be saved from 
great hardship and suffering during the

So much, anyhow, for the claim 
of Gaelic to be the language of the abvrigities 
in Ireland. If three-fourths or more o1 the 
present day Irish population spoke the langu- 
age of their ancestry, it would not be Gaelic, 

If the Irish people desire national dis- 
tinctiveness in an auditory. phase, the best 
thing they could do would be to concentrate 
on an Esperante comprising all that is 
necessary and simple in the languages of the 
four or five principal groups which go to make 
up the Irish nation of to-day. As Ireland 
has no enemies among t'te nations of the 
world, there would be quite a good sporting 
chance that her new tongue, with its com- 
posite and Esperanto construction, would, if 
only for the humour of the thing and a way 
out of international jealvusies, be accepted as 
an international language and the medium of 
discussion at the League of Nations. 

It is estimated that the ‘‘ Gaelic revival ” 
costs Ireland every year half a million 
sterling This sum would pay the interest on 
a loan of £10,000,000, which would provide 
good housing and employment for skilled and 
unskilled workers. Intensive national dis- 
tinctiveness and interests can be carried se 
far as to become a very dangerous boomerang. 
Four-tifths of every one of the “national 
languages in everyday use are merely the 
vehicle of flattery, slander, misrepresentation 
and venom—so much so that the dead langu- 
ages of certain nations are to be envied. Even 
in the matter of dress, there are people in 
Ireland whe, to make up arrears in their 
short Irish ancestry, would, in addition to the 
so-called language revival, make everybody 
wear a kilt, . They would even, if pressed, 
make the people wear a plus four on the leit 
leg and an Oxford bag on the right. i 

I have decided to vote against the passing 
cf the bill imposing the study of Gaelic on 
Irish barristers and solicitors of the future 
for the reasons already indicated and, in 
addition, the following :— 

(1) It would take a legal student, without 
any native knowledge of Irish, three or four 
years’ intensive study cof Gaelic to do justice 
to his Gaelic-speaking litigants.

(3) That an assembly like the Dail, where 
not ten per cent. of the members are capable of 
conducting an intelligent debate in Gaelic for 
ten minutes, should impose such a language 
on defenceless citizens is the last word in 
audacity. 

(4) It is very objectionable to have civil 
servants and professional men, because of 
their numerical insignificance and consequent 
political impotence, made the hypodermicated 
guinea pig cf the language experiment. They, 
no more than other sections of the com- 
munity, should be placed in the spiked barrel 
and hurled from the Scalp or Tarpéian 
rocks.— Yours, etc., T. Hennessy, T.D.

VACCINATION DEFAULTERS. 


At Ennis District Court, District Justice 
Gleeson said that his attention had been 
called to a statement made. at a meeting. of 
tha Clare Board of Health tq the effect that 
a summons against a vaccination defaulter 
would cost eight shillings. That statement 
had been made under a misapprehension. 
The stamp on a summons against a yaccina- 
tion defaulter was two shillings. Any 
further charge would be for service, and 
would depend on the distance the defendant 
lived from the Court.

NEW YORK, Tuésday. 

Mr. Oscar F. Grab, of New York, who 
for the last twenty years has been one of 
the outstanding figures in the garment 
industry, has announced that he is turn- 
ing over his business, valued at £200,000, 
to a group of fourteen employés, whose 
co-operation had contributed largely to his 
success.

BREWERY ROOF 
COLLAPSES. 


FOUR KILLED AND 29 
INJURED IN MALTA. 
Frocm RevutTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

MALTA, Tuesday. 

Four persons were killed and twenty- 
nine so seriously injured that they had to 
be taken to hospital as the result of the 
collapse of the roof of the brewery at 
Hamrun, four miles from Valetta, this 
afternoon. 
Rescue work, which is of a very 
dangerous nature, is being carried out by 
detachments of the Royal Engineers and 
the Devon Regiment and a strong naval 
detachment, under Colonel Sewell, who is 
assisted by a number of naval officers. 
The cause of the accident is believed to 
have been the attempt to draw into the 
partly finished edifice a large and ex- 
tremely heavy boiler. The pulling tackle 
was attached to a pilaster, which gave 
way, thus causing the collapse. 
The Maltese buildings are noted for 
their massiveness, but when the roof and 
upper storey of the huge hall crashed down 
the floors of the second and third storeys 
also successively collapsed with a 
tremendous crash, giving the workmen no 
time to escape.

ASSAILANT COMMITS

One man was killed, another was 
seriously injured, and a third had a 
remarkable escape in a shooting affray 
in a Manchester billiard saloon last night. 

The affair took» place at 7.30, and a 
widespread search, in which the Man- 
chester “ Flying Squad’’ participated, 
was began immediately for the assailant, 
a man named Fenton. 

A few hours later Fenton was found 
shot dead at his home in Westbury 
avenue, Withington, Manchester. i 

The saloon, which is in Brazennose 
street, a well-known thoroughfare in the 
middle of the city and directly opposite 
the Town Hall, is owned by Melbourne 
Inman, the billiards professional. | 

The dead man was Alíred Mace, who 
had a tobacconist's business in Clarence 
street. He was a hunchback, aged about 
fifty, and came of a well-known sporting 
family. He was prominently associated 
with the Manchester Athletic Club. 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 
The injured man is David William 
Lever, aged about forty, a draper, of 
Carter street, Moss Side, Manchester. He 
was shot in the back and both sides, and 
now lies in the Manchester Royal 
Infirmary in a serious condition: 
The third man had the back of his coat 
ripped by a bullet. 
The assailant was described in the 
police notice issued immediately after the 
affair as ‘‘Joe Fenton (36), 5ft. 7ins., 
slenderly built; long, thin, drawn face, 
rather pale ; pe nose, clean shaven ; 
dark brown hair, brushed back. Last 
seen in a black overcoat, soft collar and 
very large tie. Heavy cigarette smoker ; 
speaks with a Manchester accent.” 


EYE-WITNESS’S STORY.

SATISFACTORY AGREE-

LIVERPOOL, Tuesday. 
The future. of Aintree (the Grand 
National) Racecourse is assured. Some 
time ago, when it was scheduled as an in- 
dustrial area under a _ town-planning 
scheme, the public feared that it might 
cease to be a racecourse. Now, however, 
Lord Sefton, the ground landlord, has 
come to an agreement under which the 
course wil] be available for racing during 
the next fifty years, and afterwards the 
ground will be preserved as an open space 
in perpetuity, so that it still will be avail- 
able for sports purposes. 
Tt was in 1922 that the Rural Council 
included the racecourse in their develop- 
ment programme. As soon as the facts 
became known, however, they agreed to 
modify their proposal. It is well known 
that Lord Sefton had refused tempting 
offers to purchase the whole of the course, 
and the possibility of this national Jand- 
mark finding its way into the hands of 
builders caused anxiety among the general 
public. As a result of the pourparlers 
between Lord Sefton and the Council an 
agreement has been reached, which will 
be. sealed at the meeting of the Council 
this month. 
It provides that a new lease of the 
course for fifty years has been granted to 
Messrs. Tophams, I.td., managers of the 
Liverpool meetings, ani after the expira- 
tion of that lease the land is to be re- 
served as a private open space, with power 
to the owner to let all or any part of it 
for sports, play, rest, recreation, or z2gri- 
culture, or as a ground for shows or ex- 
hibitions. This agreement will be 
embodied in the Council’s town-planning 
scheme, and will have all the force of an 
Act of Parliament. This;result has been 
achieved without payment of any kind by 
way of compensation, or otherwise, to]wrd 
Sefton or his lessees.

CRISIS—I. 


NEED FOR WISE

THREE FUNDAMENTAL

| N a hfe devoted to thé welfare of those 

who live and work on the land, no 
part of my poor endeavour has been so 
much mistnderstood as my keen’ interest 
in that homely” commodity, butter. 
Mention of my insignificant self in one 
of Mr. H. G: Wells's most brilliant novels 


en, 


doctrinaire dairyman ! Did not an old- 
established organ in the south-west corner 
of Ireland denounce me a generation ago 
as “an inhuman monster’ and warn me 
to “ cease my hellish work '”7 It probably 
had its eagle eye on its trade advertise- 
ments. I fear no worse judgment now 
than that I am an intolerable old bore! 

Time brings its revenges. © To-day a 
crisis in Irish dairying, with which my 
Irish work began as far back as 1889, 
will subject my country’s scheme of 
agricultural development and rural re- 
construction to the severest test. External 
circumstances have made dairying the 
sheet-anchor of agriculture in these 
islands. It has an additional importance 
in Ireland, owing to the recent division 
of large tracts of pasture land into small 
holdings. 

This makes it imperative for these 
small cultivators, who are the majority 
of-our farming population, to practise a 
more intensive form of agriculture than 
ranching, which, to the indignation of 
my Meath friends, I. once characterised 
as ' the lotus-eating occupation of open- 
ing and shutting gates.’’ Thus dairying 
comes to the fore; and it, in its turn, 
depends at the moment on the skill with 
which the product is sold on the other 
side of the Irish Sea. 

I propose in two short articles to show 
that a crisis has arisen in that pivotal 
branch of our basic industry, which it 
will need not only wise and _ patriotic 
action on the part of those immediately 
concerned, but also the best economic 


thought the country can command, to 
surmount. The situation cannot be 
understood without a public opinion 
thoroughly informed upon the origin, 


evolution and the later development of 
the policy by which alone an agricu)tural 
country can face the ever-increasing world- 
wide competition, the dominant tendency 
of this industrial and commercial ace. 
Let me. first be clear as to the funda- 
mental principles upon which the agri- 
cultural policy of Saorstát Eireann is 
based. 


FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES. 


It is generally admitted that the wel- 
fare of every section of the Irish people 
depends, directly or indirectly, upon the 
amount of wealth produced from the soil, 
upon the efficiency of its production and 
the economy of its distribution. The 
Government are fully alive to this vital 
truth. They have thought out, and are 
relying upon the farmers to work out, 
the most sound, comprehensive and pro- 
gressive agricultural policy in the 
English-speaking world. 

he opposition parties in the Dail, to 
their lasting honour, are consistently 
supporting the- policy in-+he—principle, 
while constructively criticising it in de- 
tail. But. invaluable as such support un- 
questionably is, unless the Legislature 
and the Government have an informed 
and enthusiastic public opinion at their 
back—unless, too, the farmers know that 
their handling of the country’s basic in- 
dustry is being watched by the people at 
large—the crists through which the dairy- 
ing industry and, with it, the whole 
agricultural system of our country has to 
pass, will not be adequately met. 

The policy is based upon a philosophy 
of rural life which is distinctively Irish 
and quite respectably old. It bids us 
remember that, even in this industrial 
and commercial age, nations have two 
sides to their lives—a rural and an urban 
side, neither of which can be neglected 
without injury to the other. Secondly, 
it holds that. if agriculture is to be 
given its proper place in the national

In their famous re- 
port, sent to the most statesmanlike of all 
the then Chief Secretaries, Mr. Gerald 
Balfour, in 1896, it was stipulated that 
the State aid asked should be so given 
and administered as to evoke and supple-

INFLUENZA IN ENGLAND. 


iaailectitlieninpeisiee 
SEVERE OUTBREAK FEARED. 


An influenza epidemic has broken out in 
England, and a prominent London physician 
stated last Saturday that a great epidemic, 
like that which caused so many deaths in 
1918, is feared unless stringent precautions 
are at once taken. 

Thousands of people all over England are 
victims of the outbreak, which has taken 
doctors and hospitals by surprise, arriving 
three months before its time. 

Office staffs of many big firms are severely 
depleted, while public services in several 
instances are in danger of disorganisation.

The report stage of the Forestry Bill 
was further debated and adjourned in 
the Free State Senate yesterday. ? 
number of sub-sections providing for a 
panel of referees were agreed to. 

Mr. O'Farrell (Labour) availed of the 
second stage of the Constitution (Amend- 
ment No. 7) Bill to refer to a speech in 
the Dail by another Labour member, Mr. 
Davin, who had sought to prove that 
every hour a Senator sat in that House 
cost the State £6 15s. 

Characterising Mr. Davin’s statements 
as “ wild and misleading,’’ Mr. O'Farrell 
said that it cotild be proved in the same 
statistical manner that Dail members 
were paid £7 8s. 8d. per hour for short 
sittings and £5 16s. lld. per hour for 
longer sittings. He described Mr. Davin 
as ““a comic statistical wizard.’’ 

A number of Constitution Amending 
Bills dealing with Senate reform passe 
second reading. 

Exception was taken to 
voting clause in the Senate Electoral 
Bill. The Chairman, however, pointed 
out that an amendment as _ suggested 
would mean that the bill could not pass 
in time for the elections, and the second 
reading was passed. 

Mr. Counihan moved that the Govern-

PROPOSED PANEL

GOVERNMENT AMENDMENT 
TO FORESTRY BILL. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair at 3 p.m. 

On the Report stage of the Forestry Bill a 
few verbal amendments by the Government 
were made. 

Mr. BAGWELL moved an amendment which 
sought to limit the penalty for contravention 
of the Act to £100. On the basis of £6 for 
each tree unlawfully cut down, it would be 
quite easy for the fines to run up to £500, he 
said, and as the possibilities of dona-fide mis- 
takes were many, the Act in that respect was 
too severe. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
undertook to bring forward an amendment 
which would embody in other words the 
senators proposal, and the amendment was 
by leave withdrawn. 

The CHAIRMAN asked what would happen 
if a man cut down a tree for the construction 
or repair of farming implements. if he did not 
carry out his intentions after the tree was 
cut, 

Mr. HOGAN said that to place an inspector 
at the gate of every farmer would be a costly 
matter. The only way in which the Act could 
be administered, and people deterred from 
cutting down trees illegally, would be, when 
a case of the kind was discovered, to take 
the offender to court and have him fined 
heavily. That would be a warning to others. 

PERMISSION TO CUT TREES. 

Colonel MOORE moved an amendment which 
proposed to exempt from the Act trees on 
holdings that were held from the Land Com- 
mission, in cases where the trees were speci- 
fically conveyed to the tenants. The object of 
the amendment. he said. was to entitle the 
tenant to cut down trees to enable him to 
pay his annuity. 

Mr. HOGAN said that he could not accept 
the amendment. Where land was purchased 
from the Land Commission, the trees, as well 
as the land, were security for the payment 
of the annuity, and the effect of the amend- 


ment would be to leave every’ tenant 
free to cut every tree on his 
holding. The permission to cut 


trees which already existed would be con- 
tinued. The only change made by the bill 
in that respect was that in future the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of Agriculture 
would be substituted for the Land Commis- 
sion as the body that would grant permission. 

Mr. FARREN said that tenants were per- 
mitted to cut trees in order to discharge an 
obligation to a bank or other mortgagee, and 
he did not see why they should not be 
allowed similar freedom to discharge their 
debt to the State. 

Mr. HOGAN said that in 95 per cent. of 
the cases of land ;urchased the land was 
the security, but where there were trees on 
the holding they formed a great part of the 
security, and he could not assent to the pro- 
posal, which would wipe out that portion of 
the security. 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 

An amendment by Mr. Bagwell, _re- 
mitting the amount of the total fine ‘inflicted 
to £100 where the Justice was of opinion 
that the trees were not felled wilfully, but 
as the result of a bona fide mistake, was 
accepted by the Minister, on condition that 
it should be re-drafted and submitted as a 
Government amendment. 

Colonel MOORE moved that where a 
prohibition order had been made in relation 
to trees on land one-third of which was 
afforested, such land should cease to be liable 
to rates and taxes, and, if the land was 
subject to land annuities, the annuities should 
not be collected while the order was in force. 
If this were inserted in the bill, he said, it 
would be in the interests of the owner and 
the State. “é: 

Mr. HOGAN pointed out that the Minister 
for Finance had power under the Fore:try 
Act of 1919 to make grants or loans for sach 
purposes, This, he thought, met the dem ind 
that was made in the amendment. 

After further discussion, the amendment 
was withdrawn. 

PANEL OF REFEREES. 
the insertion of the following new 
sections was agreed to :— 

“Where the Minister refuses an applica- 
tion for a licence he shall state in writing 
the grounds on which he has refused such 
application.”

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‘There shall be established and maintained 
a panel of referees consisting of such number 
of fit and proper persons as shall from time 
to time be found necessary for the purposes. 

“The members of the panel shall be 
appointed by the Erecutive Council and shall 
hold office for five years, but shall be eligible 
for re-appointment at the expiration of any 
such term of office. 

‘The panel of referees shall be paid such 
fees and expenses for every examination and 
report as the Minister shall, with the 
approval of the Minister for Finance, direct.”’ 


UTILISING THE PANEL. 

The following new section also was agreed 

to :— 
“Where the Minister refases an “applica- 
tion for a licence under Section 8 (which 
relates to licences to fell trees) of this Act 
the owner of the tree to which such applica- 
tion relates shail be entitled, on sending to 
the Minister a requisition in the prescribed 
form and manner and within the prescribed 
time and on payment of the prescribed fee, 
to have such application referred to a referee. 

“Upon receipt of a requisition under the 
foregoing sub-section, together with the pre- 
scribed fee thereon, the Minister shall cause 
the said application to referred to a 
referee nominated by the Minister from the 
panel of referees for examination, and such 
referee shall make a report in writing to the 
Minister of the result of his examination. 

‘* The Minister shail thereupon consider the 
said report, and shall either confirm the 
refusal aforesaid or grant the said licence 
to the applicant theretor,. 

"sere the Minister grants a licence in 
pursuance of this section the fee paid on the 
requisition for examination by a referee shall 
be returned to the person by whom the 
same was paid,”’ A 

DISTRUST OF REFEREES. 

Mr. BAGWELL moved an amendment to 
secure that when a prohibition order had 
been made or a licence withdrawn, an appeal 
should lie to the Judiéial Commissioner, who 
should determine whether in all the circum- 
stances the reasons given by the Minister 
justified the making of such order or the 
withholding of such licence. 

He said that it seemed to him that the Act 
was capable of being used as an instrument 
of tyranny, and he thought that there should 
be an appeal of an effective character to some 
independent body. The referees, he feared, 
would not be sufficiently independent, but 
would be very much in the Minister’s pocket, 
as they would be appointed by the Executive 
Council, who would be very much governed 
in their selection by the Minister’s é. sár 

Mr, HOGAN said that he was absolutely 
opposed to setting up a Judicial Commis- 
sioner. It would mean making a judge an 
administrative officer, that he should have 
certain forestry qualifications and, perhaps, a 
certain forestry policy. They might have a 
judge whose only knowledge of trees was 
those he saw in St. Stephen’s Green, and 
who might have extraordinary ideas about 
forestry. 

He was prepared to meet Senator Bagwell 
by inserting in the previous section words to 
the effect that “a copy of the referee’s report 
in writing be sent to the applicant.”’ 

Mr. BAGWELL accepted the Minister's 
addendum, and, by leave, withdrew his

The report. stage was further adjourned to 
enable the Minister to consider amendments 
by Mr Moore and Mr. Bagwell dealing with 
the provision of young trees, and also with 
compensation to the owner of trees preserved 
as a scenic asset.

“ WILD AND MISLEADING 
STATEMENTS ” IN DAIL. 


On the, second stage of the Constitution 
(Amendment No. 7) Bill, which proposes to 
reduce the period of office of Senators from 
twelve to nine years, 

Mr. J. T. O’FARRELL (Labour) said that 
the proposal was based on one of the findings 
of the Joint Committee which did not receive 
a very great deal of unanimity. The posi- 
tion when this bill became law would be that 
the lifetime of the Dail would be five years 
and the period of office of Senators nine years. 
There was the danger that the more they 
assimilated the conditions of election of the 
Senate and Dail the more they would make 
the one House a replica of the other. Unless 
there was some material difference in the 
period of office of the two Houses, he was 
afraid that would come about sooner and 
would be more marked than otherwise would 
be the case. 

He went on to refer to what he termed 
“wild and misleading statements ” regarding 
the Senate made in ‘“‘another place.” A 
greater medley of nonsense had rarely been 
uttered, and he would pass over it if it were 
not that if allowed to go unchallenged these 
statements might create general misunder- 
Standing in the minds of honest, but 
credulous people. It had been said that with 
statistics one could prove anything, and he 
had never realised the significance of that 
assertion until he had read the astounding 
allegations of a speaker elsewhere. 

The deputy referred to (Mr. Davin, of the 
Labour Party) had waded Wlabonousiy 
through the public records of the Senate, 
and, like Charles Lamb’s “Chinaman, who 
burned his house to cook his dinner, he had 
misrepresented the whole Senate for the pur- 
pose of dealing with some senators who did 


not attend regularly. He had told his 
startled listeners that if every member of the 
Senate had attended every meeting they 


would be paid at the rate of £4 10s. an hour 
each ; but as the average attendance was only 
two-thirds of the total membership they were 
paid at the princely rate of £6 15s. per hour 
For downright whimsical nonsense and inac- 
curacy this statement was without parallel. 
“TI wish,” said Mr. O'Farrell, “ he had been 
dealing with negotiable currency and not with 
fairy tale gold.’’ 
TURNING THE TABLES. 

To show how such a line of calculation 
could be used against the other House, he 
could point out that the Dail had met on 
81 occasions in the first year of the present 
Parliament, and on the deputy’s method of 
calculation every sitting cost £982 for 
salaries and travelling expenses of deputies, 
without making allowance for salaries of 
officials, cost of lighting, heating, printing 
and so forth. 

Lord GLENAVY—And gas. (Laughter.) 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that in addition it 
had been repeatedly stated in the Press, and 
not denied, that very rarely more than two 
dozen deputies were found in their seats in 
the Dail, unless when they came in to vote in 
a division without having heard the discus- 
According to the deputy’s argument 


sion. 
this meant that each working deputy was 
jaid £40 18s. 4d. per sitting, and on a basis 


of a 54 hours sitting was paid at the rate 
of £7 8s. 8d. per hour, sa even - the - 
sional longer sittings of seven hours, he 
wes paid at the rate of £5 16s. 11d. per hour. 
He had merely applied this basis of cal- 
culation to show how: humorously absurd was 
the deduction drawn by the deputy. It was 
as unfair to himself and his colleagues as it 
was to the Senate, and yet people 
who should know better, professed to 
take this comic statistical wizard seriously. 
Time was unnecessarily occupied in the other 
House by long speeches, where it seemed that 
the less the speaker had to say, the longer he 
took to say it. 
EFFICIENCY VERSUS ORATORY. 
The CHAIRMAN said that the senator 
was not quite in order in comparing the 
methods in the two Houses. 
Mr. O’FARRELL said that it ought to he 
made clear that it was the opinion of that 
House that they did not believe that Parlia- 
mentary efficiency depended on the amour 
of oratorical vutput. (Hear, hear.) He hoped 
that the Senate would not be a favourable 
hunting ground for such men, but that it 
would address itself seriously and’ con- 
scientiously to its work, and not to cheap and 
irrelevant criticism.

Mr. FARREN said that the ‘method of 
election as set in the 
eile cá proposal for postal 
voting. He thought it was unfair that 
members’ of the Seanad and the members of 
the Dáil should be exempt from coming in 
and recording their votes in person. If 
members who were entitled to vote did not 
come to Leinster House to record their votes, 
they ought not to be supplied with ballot 
papers. He thought that the arrangement 
was being made to suit the convenience of 
senators who seldom attended. He was 
paid to the principle, so far as the method 
of election was concerned, and he hoped that 
at a later stage an alteration would be 
made in the bill 

Mr. O’FARRELL supported Mr. Farren’s 
attitude towards the bill, and said that 
postal voting had not been justified. The 
voting for the panel was to be by direct vote, 
and he did not see why the final voting for 
the candidates should not be on the same 
principle, and not by post. The voting for 
the Senate should be of sufficient importance 
to bring the voters up to the House to 


record their votes, notwithstanding the 
expense and inconvenience which it would 
impose. On that score no member had any 


legitimate ground for complaint. 


MINISTER'S DEFENCE. 

Mr. MULCAHY, the Minister in charge of 
the bill, said that the proposal was for the 
convemence of the members who paid most 
attention to their work. They should realise 
the very great amount of labour which 
senators and deputies take on themselves, 
and that they ought to be convenienced as 
much as possible. The grounds on which 
they ought to accept postal voting were 
that it offered the greatest convenience. He 
saw nothing undemocratic in the proposal 
for postal voting, and he did not see why 
members should ve brought up there to do 
that which they could do as well at home, 
while at the same time expense was being 
saved. He did not think it was feasible for 
voters to come up to form the panel and 
to give their vote on the same day for the. 
candidates, , 

Mr. JAMESON said that he agreed with 
Senators Farren and O'Farrell with regard 
to their objection to postal voting, but he 
utd not think that any member, because of 
nis necessary absence, should be deprived 
of his vote. It would not be judicious to 
uke any step that would deprive another 
‘enator of his vote. Supposing they were to 
pass an amendment on the point that day, 
and the Dail did not agree with it, they 
would come to a deadlock. 

The CHAIRMAN said that if an amend- 
ment of that kind were inserted, and there 
was a disagreement on the part of the Dail, 
the bill would not be got through in time 
for the election. 

Mr. JAMESON said that the bill was 
tentative id experimental. and the Senate 
should regard it as such. He thought that it 
would not be wise for the Senate to push 
forward amendments to stop the bill. As 
regards postal voting it was most distasteful. 
and he wid not think it was the right thing 
to do.

SINGLING RAILWAY 
TRACKS. 


PROPOSED CHANGE 


ATTACKED. 


Mr. CGUNIHAN moved that the Govern- 
ment he requested to approach the Great 
Southern Railways Company with a view :v 
the discontinuance of the singling of various 
portions of the company’s line pending the 
consideration of the matter by the Railway 
Tribunal. 

The singling proposal, he said, was a most 
retrcgrade step, and would have a bad effect 
upon the live-stock trade of the country. 
The directors of the company had stated that 
as a result of singling they would be in a 
position to give cheaper iates for merchandise 
and live-stock, but his reply was that cheaper 
freights would not compensate the live-stock 
trade for bad and inefficient transport. They 
wanted «cheaper freights, but, above all, they 
wanted good and efficient transport. 

The proposed system of looping would 
entail a lot of delay. It would necessitate 
the shunting of cattle trains into sidings, and 
would: be an expensive pastime for the cattle 
trade and for the country. He agreed that 
the railways were in a bad way, but this 
economy would not relieve the situation. 

He had suggested to the Great Southern 
Railways Company that they should hire 
Loats from the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company, and run services from 
Dublin to Birkenhead and Glasgow. In 
re‘ain he undertook to canvass the trade n 
every town in Jreland and the manufacturers 
on the other side of the Channel to send 
their goods by these boats, but the scheme 
was not accepted, because the railway com- 
pany was in the grip of the Transport Con- 
ference, which was controlled by the steam- 
ship companies in the combine. 

Mr. POWDALI. seconded the motion. 
THE CASE FOR THE COMPANY. 
Sir WALLER NUGENT said that he was 
very glad that Senator Counihan had raised 
this question, for he could assure the Senate 
that the attitude of the railway company 
was to make the position plain and clear to 
everybody. ‘The senator had referred parti- 
cularly to the cattle trade, and had assumed 
that the railway company were changing to 
a single line on the ground of economy, quite 
regardless of whether there would be a good 

service or not. 

That, said Sir Walter, would be an 
imbecile policy. With the modern means 
and appliances in use, the company were 
doing simply what was done in any other 
country, if they were not trying to do some- 
thing better. The whole of Scotland was 
served by a single line, and America, with 
a prairie country, with its thousands of 
cattle, compared to which the cattle in this 
country were a mere bagatelle, was served by 
a single line. ' 

The company were going to use all the new 
modern inventions to furnish loops and to do 
away with the shunting of which Senator 
Counihan had complained. He instanced 
Ballinasloe. The delay was caused there 
because they had no leops, and they could 
only relieve one line by getting over to the 
other. The opinion of their ce Mhig and 
practical advisers perfectly satished them 
that in what they were going to do they 
were going to give a better service to 
Ballinasloe than it had at present. 

As to the point of interfering with the 
development of the country, a committee had 
been set up to try how they could increase 
the export of produce from Ireland, ang 
in conjunction with the English system an 
in co-operation with them, in such a me | 
as to make the increased carriage of stoc 
possible. If these companies thought that 
their action was to make it impossible they 
would regard them as a lot of lunatics. Did 
they think that the L.M.S. would deal with 
them if they were doing that? 

SINGLE LINES ADEQUATE. 

‘They were satisfied that the operation of a 
single line would be able to carry any 
conceivable increase of produce as well as, if 
not better than, at present. Even a 50 per 
cent. increase would be handled as well over 
a single line as over a double line. The 
working of a double line was not economical, 
for one of the lines was non-productive, while 
the major expense was for rails, for which 
thousands of pounds went out of the country, 
When no ubeful purpose was served, it was 
anlv common-sense tu reduce that expenditure 
while giving a better service. 

The railway companies were eapected to 
pay the best rate of wages and to give the 
lowest rates. To do that they should take 
advantage of every modern improvement and 
invention to do their work properly for the 
country. He maintained that the step being 
taken by the company was a progressive one, 
and if the directors did not take it they 
would not be doing their duty. ‘The only other 
aliernative was to have the State take con- 
trol and let the ratepayers pay for the luxury. 
Meanwhile, with due r to the share- 
holders and the genera ublic, and the 
country at large, the directors had to use 
their discretion. 

He did not take any objection to the .resolu- 

tion, but the company were dealing with 
large sums of money, and, 1f they held Fr: a 
big scheme like this now contemplated, they 
were holding up an enormous lot of money, 
and the waiting for some indefimte ‘period 
would mean not only very great Joss to the 
shareholders, but to the country at large. 
For that reason he hoped that the Minister 
would not agree to a long postponement of 
this question. The a company had made 
its arrangements, and they would get some 
idea of the position when they realised that 
the small sum of one penny a ton the 
price of coal meant one thousand pounds a 
year to the Great Southern Railways.

ABOLITION. PROPOSAL | 
~ RESENTED. 


Mr. John P. Doran, P.C., presided at a 
meeting of the National Association of In- 
surance Committees, held eye: afternoon 
in the Council Chamber of the lin County 
Council. Delegates attended from Com- 
mittees in the Free State. 

Mr. John P. Doran was unanimously re- 
elected chairman, and Mr. B. R. Birchall was 
unanimously elected vice-chairman, and Miss 
N. O’Ryan deputy vice-chairman. 

The projected legislation dealing with 
national health insurance contained in the 
report of the Committee on Health Insurance 
and Medical Services, in which it was pro- 
posed to abolish the Insurance Committees, 
and entrust to one authority in each adminis- 
trative area the arrangements for providing 
treatment for all classes of tuberculous 
patients whether insured or uninsured, was 
discussed by the delegates. 

The Secretary (Mr. A. Keogh Nolan) men- 
tioned that he had received resolutions of 
protest against the proposed change from 
practically all the Insurance Committees. 

The Chairman said that for a considerable 
time they had been pressing the Government 
to increase funds for sanatorium benefit, and 
when they hoped they had brought sufficient 
public influence to bear on the question they 
were confronted with this proposed legisla- 
tion. The volume of protest against» it in the 
country was evidenced by the resolutions 
passed everywhere against it. 

Mr. J. J. Collins (Mayo) declared that the 
proposed. legislation would be a retrograde 
step. The people would greatly resent the 
transfer of the functions of the Committee 
to the Boards of Health, which were set up ! 
chiefly for dealing with poor relief. He 
doubted whether the proposed change would 
make for economy or efficiency. The Boards 
of Health, it should be remembered, were 
already overburdened with work. 

Mr. B. Birchall (Dublin) suggested that. 
very stern opposition should begin at once 
to the proposed abolition of the Committees, 
and steps be taken to safecuard the officers 
connected with these Committees. . Many of 
these officers had given up other avocations 
to master the problem of national health 1n- 
surance. If they were to be thrown on the 
scrap heap no greater injustice could be done. 
He moved a resolution protesting against the 
proposed legislation, holding that the existing 
system was satisfactory to insured persons 
all over the Free State. 

Miss O’Ryan (Wexford), seconding the 
motion, said that the proposed legislation 
was a most reactionary step. 

Mr. J. Hanlon (Dublin) said that the loss 
in the incomes of the insurance committees 
was solely due to the inability of the Com- 
mission to do its duty. The non-compliance 
with the stamping of cards was appalling. 
There had been at least five valuations under 
the Insurance Act since it came into force in 
1912, and evidence produced by the valuers 
to the Commission showed that the income in 
connection with the treatment of tuberculosis 
was absolutely insufficient, and the Com- 
mission had not the courage when they 
found that out to apply either to the British 
Parliament or the Dail to set matters right. 

Mr. Stafford (Dublin) said that the members 
of the County Dublin Committee felt the in- 
justice of the proposed legislation, and had 
done its best in protesting against it; but 
the Government appeared to be determined to 
carry out what was foreshadowed. 

Mr. Quinlan (Limerick) said that from his 
experience it would be an utter impossibility 
for boards of health to take over the duty 
of administering the National Health 
Insurance Act. 

The Chairman said that, if the Association 
resisted the proposals with sufficient vigour, 
they would secure a complete victory. 

Mr. Birchall said that the members of the 
Dail should be personally presented with the 
facts, and it might be that the passing of this 
measure would result “in the downfall of the 
Government, which he did not at all desire. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously, 
with the addendum that each insurance com- 
mittee should be asked to appoint a small 
deputation to wait on the members of the 
Dail in their respective areas to urge them to 
vote against the proposed legislation. 


SALE OF WORK. 


A sale of work was held yesterday in the 
Bethany Home, Blackhall place, Dublin. The 
‘rooms were beautifully decorated with flowers 
and foliage, and the stalls carried a great 
variety of needlework and fancy goods, cakes 
and home-made bread, jam, and vegetables.

From Ovr Own ConngRgEsPoNDENT, 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 
In the Northern House of Commons to-day 
the Minister of Home Affairs, replying to 
Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent), said 
that he had no reason to su that any 
appreciable number of acci s to public 
service vehicles were due to the drivers work- 
ing unduly long hours. Only in one case 
heard by the Coroner was it iy 8 that 
it was due to the driver working long hours. 

Mr. Henderson—Is the Minister aware 
some of these drivers are working seventy 
hours per week? 

Sir Dawson Bates (Minister of Home 
sewemegy, Gago that it would be interesting to 
know the Jength of time that elapsed between 
each drive. 

Mr. Henderson—The driver in this par- 
ticular instance had only a quarter of an 
hour for his dinner. 

Mr. Devlin (Nationalist)—Motor-driving is 
more arduous than the work of many railway 
workers. Will the Minister take steps to see 
that they work the same hours as railway 
workers”? 

Sir Dawson Bates—lí you put down a 
question I will endeavour to answer it. 

PIG MEAT FROM U.S.A. 

The Minister of Agriculture (Sir Edward 
Archdale) informed Mr. Cahir Healy 
(Nationalist) that he had seen the statement 
of the President of the Armour Packing Com- 
pany of America that, owing to the abund- 
unce of the corn crop and the discovery of a 
new process in the curing of pig meat for 
long-distance exportation, the American 
shippers had perfected plans for capturing 
the British tra The bacon trade, however, 
was a fluctuating one, and there was no 
doubt that a bumper harvest in the U.S.A. 
would probably be reflected in increased ex- 
port of bacon to British markets. The chief 
factors in capturing a market were quality 
and price, and he would not relax any efforts 
to focus the attention of Northern: Ireland 
producers on these points. It remained to be 
seen if the new process would have the effect 
claimed for it. V 

PLACARDING POVERTY. 

On the Committee stage oí the Poor Relieí 
Bill, on Claus» 1, 

Mr. McMullan argued that the cost of the 
relief should be borne by the entire Northern 
area, and that the burden should not be 
placed on the local bodies. 

Mr. O'Neill (Nat.) contended that if there 
was exceptional distress in a small area, that 
was the zone which least of all could bear 
the cost of relief. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that it was open 
to the Government to fix the area of charge, 
and each outbreak of exceptional distress 
could be dealt with on its merits. 

Mr. Henderson objected to the practice of 
publishing on posters on the dead walls of 
the city the names of people seeking poor 


relief. “It is an abomination,” he ex- 
claimed. 
Mr. Devlin—It is disgracéful that the 


poverty of poor people should be advertised, 
and their humiliation posted on the dead 
walls. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that the practice 
did not apply to cases of outdoor relief. He 
intended to look into the matter, and if he 
could not do it in this bill, he would intro- 
duce an amendment with the object of stop- 
ping the practice. 

Mr. Devlin supported the suggestion that 
the cost should be a national one, as the 
cause of distress was not due to anything in 
a particular area, but to the general trade 
depression. Despite the measures of social 
reform that had been passed, there was the 
bigger problem of poverty among the in- 
articulate people in the back streets and 
slums of their cities. That problem should 
be dealt with by the Government as a State 
one, and not by the Boards of Guardians and 
in a piecemeal way. 

The debate was adjourned. 


THE WHAN CASE. 


MOTION FOR INQUIRY 
DEFEATED. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) moved a resolution for 
the appointment of a committee to inquire. 
into certain statements which had been made 
in public with regard tv the Mrs. Whan case, 
which, if true, reflected very seriously on the 
integrity of the Royal Ulster Constabulary 
force as a whole, 

[Note.—The Whan case is also known as 
‘the poisoned chocolates case,’’ and has been 
befure the Belfast Courts on several occasions 
since 1921. During the seven years that it 
has been running its course in Belfast it has 
aroused keen interest in the city, and to-day 
when Mr. Beattie rose to move his resolution 
the public benches were crowded. } 

In moving his resolution Mr. Beattie traced 
the history of the case, and said that state- 
ments had been made un public platforms and 
in the Press in connection with the case that 
reflected on the integrity of the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary in its conduét of the case. It 
was stated that District Inspector Allen had 
accused Head Constable Slack, of the Belfast 
Detective Force, of concealing evidence at the 
trial of Mrs. Whan which, if disclosed, would 
have resulted in the acquittal of Mrs. Whan. 
It had been stated that District Inspector 
Allen was satisfied that Mrs. Whan’s con- 
viction had been secured on perjury. 

These statements had already been made on 
platforms and in the Press, and why had the 
Government not taken any action? District 
Inspector Allen had made a report on the 
case, and that had been smcthéred by the 
Government. The whole honour of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary was at stake, and so was 
that of the Government, if the latter had any 
left. If the Government took no action, they 
would admit their guilt, and the question 
would be an issue at the election, whether the 
poor were not to get the same justice as the 


rich, 
“A MONSTROUS THING.” 

It was a monstrovs thing that they would 
not administer the criminal jaw fairly. They 
should take their courage in their hands. 
High officers had been brought to book else- 
where, and, if their honour was as high as it 
should be, they would admit that things had 
i been done in the Whan case that should not 
have been done. 

Mr. McMullen, in seconding the motion, 
pointed out that District Inspector Allen, as 
the result of his inquiries, came to the con- 
clusion that there was a grave miscarriage 
of justice, and, instead of Mrs. Whan being 
guilty, Mrs. Waller was guilty. District In-

Very serious aspersions were cast upon their 
police force. It was alleged that the head 
constable was a perjurer, and there could be 
no more serious allegation against an officer 
of the police. The whole system of adminis- 
trafion was heing challenged, and the Govern- 
ment refused to accept the challenge. 

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Attorney-General (the Right Hon. 
A. B. Babington), in reply, said that he had 
nothing to add to the very full statement 
made upon the same subject in May last. He 
believ that every proposition of law and 
the Constitution which he then made was 
sound. He resented the suggestion that the 
matter was treated by the Government in a 
cynical manner. aoise for himself, he 
had given the case the most. careful considera- 
tion, and had explored ev possible avenue 
to arrive at a definite conclusion. 

He had interviewed all the members of 
the police force who were involved in the 
proceedings.

Responsible people 
had said things contrary to what the 
Attorney-General had said, and if they were 
wrong it would be shown by an impartial 
tribunal. If the actions of the police were 
correct throughout the case and if the 
Attorney-General was right, there could be 
no objection to a tribunal. The Savidge 
case in England was not so serious 
as this, and yet when it was dis- 
cussed at Westminster there was a universal 
demand ior a tribunal—demonstrating,”’ said 
Mr. Devlin, “that, whatever we might think 
about. the relations between Great Britain and 
Ireland, there is no nation in the world where 
there is a higher sense of fair play.” 

Mr. Kyle said that if the Government re- 
fused this inquiry they could only come to 
the conclusion that the Government were 
anxious to shield some one at the Home Office. 

Mr. Henderson said that it was the friends 
of the Government who said that Mrs. Whan 
had been unjustly treated, and because they 
had helped her in her trouble they also had 
been persecuted. 

Mr. Cahir Healy said that the public ought 
to be reassured that their interests came first, 
no matter who was involved. If Mrs. Whan 
was guilty, she would not have persisted 
through all these” years in claiming that she 
was innocent.

NEWRY’'S DRY CANAL. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr, P. 
O'Neill (Nationalist) drew attention to the 
accident to the Newry Canal. The canal was 
now absolutely dry, and, he was afraid, would 
remain so for a considerable time, not only 
on account of the expense of repairing it, 
but owing to the engineering difficulty. He 
appealed to the Government to make a sub- 
stantial grant towards the cost of repair. 

Mr. Davison (Unionist) supported the ap- 
plication. Owing to the division of the 
country Newry, like Derry, had suffered 
severely in trade, and would suffer more if 
the canal was not in proper order. The Go- 
vernment had helped Derry in regard to its 
bridge, and should do something for the 
Newry Canal. 

Mr. J. H. Colling (Nationalist) said that 
the accident to the canal was a real calamity 
for Newry, which was the port for a large 
portion of the Six Counties. He mentioned 
that -172,000 tons of coal were imported 
through Newry last year. Unless the canal 
was repaired speedily much of the traffic 
would be diverted to another fiscal area. 

The Minister of Commerce (the Right Hon. 
J. Milne Barbour) said that the Government 
was fully alive to the importance of maintain- 
ing the port of Newry, and had already 
given a grant of £2,500 towards the repair 
of the canal lock gates. They had sent an 
engineer to Newry to make a report, and, 
while it was premature to say what the 
Government would do, it would consider the 
whole matter with the greatest sympathy. 

The House then adjourned. 


NORTHERN SENATE. 


COLLABORATION WITH FREE 


STATE MINISTRY. 


In the Northern Senate, Lord Charlemont 
moved the second reading of the Slaughtered 
Animals (Compensation) Rill. He said that 
prior to the passing of the Importation of 
Animals Act the British authorities were 
compensation for all animals 
slaughte in Great Britain on account of 
foot-and-mouth disease, whether such 
slaughter took place in the landing place or 
elsewhere. By the passing of the Act in 
1922 the British Ministry relieved itself from 
the obligation of paying compensation for 
imported animals slaughtered while in land- 
ing places. 

e serious problem for the Irish export 
trade which had consequently arisen had 
been the subject of an exchange of views 
between representatives of the Ministries of 
Agriculture of Northern Ireland and of the 
Irish Free State; and the conclusion had been 
arrived at that the only practical. solution 
was to establish an insurance scheme, where- 
by exporters would pay a small fee per head 


for each animal exported, to constitute a 
fund, out of which compensation be 


; paid as necessity might demand. The present |

bill was on similar lines to a measure already 
passed in the Free State, which would be 
brought into operation at an early date. 

The intention of the present bill was that 
the administration of the fund should be in 
the hands of trustees, nominated by trade 
interests concerned. The scheme would be 
self-supporting, and no _ expenditure from 
public funds would be involved. 

The bill was read a second time.
